High School And College In Your Home

Many high 
schools' offer courses by cor- 
respondence" for students wish- 
ing to finish high school early 
or who have failed courses. 

College level correspondence 
courses usually require thirteen 
to fifteen hours of preparation 
for each unit or semester hour 
of credit. The major universities 
will ■ send theli"- catalogue of 
courses upon request, The nor- 
mal procedure is to enroll for 
the course by paying In advance 
tho required foe for the course. 
Tho school then will send you 
the . textbook and the first act 
of instructions or lessons. One 
completes the lessons and sends 
them to the college. Exercises

High school completion is car- 
ried out In 'the""samc ma'nner 
but they are cosier than those 
of a vocational or college level. 

Many correspondence schools 
advertise In national magazines 
that they .con teach you a cer- 
tain skill or vocation by cor- 
respondence.

Many courses will offer free 
lifetime job placement services 
as on important selling point 
Courses of general Interest of- 
fered by r^e-unttcd-Slales-ArnP' 
ed Forces Inslltulo and olhcr 
rcpulaljlc schools can be trans- 
ferred to universities and col- 
leges for ncndcmlc credit. 

If the student Is a good rend- 
er and rendlly comprehends 
what ho hns rend, many types 
of correspondence courses can 
be nvailnhlc.
